“We will give a qualita¬ 
tive assessment, we won’t be 
ranking proposals,” said Bruce 
Fisher, HRM fiscal and tax 
policy manager. 

“We’re looking for sup¬ 
portive documents and strong 
arguments ... This is your 
chance to make a pitch.” 

Glenn Knockwood, recrea¬ 
tion co-ordinator for the Mic- 
Mac Friendship Centre which 
runs Kitpu, adult learning 
and cultural programs among 
many others, said St. Pat’s 
could provide badly-needed 
space. 

“To me this is a no-brainer. 
Our youth need a home, we 


need a place where they be¬ 
long,” Knockwood said. 

Kids from the Hope Blooms 
program turned over a list of 
ideas for the site, like a cen¬ 
tre where kids could do their 
homework, take language and 
music classes, or use a break¬ 
fast program. 

Rhonda Britton said the 
proposal she’s involved with, 
alongside the MicMac Friend¬ 
ship Centre, Richard Preston 
Centre for Excellence and 
North End Community Health 
Centre, will be run by the 
community before it is sub¬ 
mitted, unlike the staff report. 

HRM had set June 26 as the 
only public consultation. 

“A community consulta¬ 
tion is about being in conver¬ 
sation with the community, 
not a one-off,” said Britton, 
pastor at the Cornwallis Street 
Baptist Church. 

Fisher said staff will weigh 
proposals based on the con¬ 
tent, its viability, public out¬ 
comes and benefit to HRM, 
which Britton deemed “too 
subjective.”

investigator suggests 
'horrible' images 
should be called ‘child- 
sexual-abuse material’ 


RCMP in Atlantic Canada have 
announced the results of a sig¬ 
nificant operation targeting 
online child exploitation. 

Twenty-two people were 
arrested in the four provinces 
under Operation Snapshot 
II and 64 charges have been 
laid to date. Eight of the men 
arrested live in Nova Scotia, 
three of them in the Halifax 
area. 

Most of the charges are 
for accessing, possessing and 
making available child pornog¬ 
raphy. 

“It’s important to remember 
that for each high-risk offender 
we identify, we have dozens of 
potential future victims,” said 
RCMP Insp. Pierre Leduc at a 
news conference Wednesday. 

More than 40 computers 
and 72 external hard-drives 
containing millions of graphic 
images of children being sex¬ 
ually assaulted were seized 
during the operation. 

Investigators wouldn’t say 
what techniques were used to 
track and arrest the suspects. 

Toronto police Det. Const. 
Chris Purchas, currently on se¬ 
condment with the Canadian 
Police Centre for Missing and 
Exploited Children, said the im¬ 
ages in the videos and photos 
were “horrible,” and suggested 


they should be called “child- 
sexual-abuse material,” rather 
than “pornography.” 

“It’s not just a child lying on 
a beach naked,” he said. “It’s a 
child that is being actively sex¬ 
ually assaulted. It is a rape of 
a child captured in image or 
video.” 

Two children — one in 
Newfoundland and one in 
Nova Scotia — were rescued as 
a result of the operation, but 
no details were provided about 
the children or how they’d 
been rescued. 

Const. Kent Luther of the 
RCMP in Newfoundland said 


one was related to a case in 
which voyeurism charges were 
laid, but wouldn’t say anything 
further. 

“There’s currently no risk 
associated to the child at this 
time,” he said. 

Purchas said only one of 
the men arrested is a registered 
sex offender. The other 21 had 
no prior criminal records. 

“The majority of offenders 
are individuals that have never 
had a parking ticket,” he said. 

“They are the lawyers, the 
doctors, the teachers, the pil¬ 
lars of society who you’d least 
expect, sometimes.”

Canada’s only mouth-blown, 
hand-cut crystal maker is re¬ 
opening its doors Thursday to 
the public under new manage¬ 
ment. 

Anne Campbell, the new 
owner of NovaScotian Ciystal, 
took the reins in April. She has 
waited three months to finally 
have the waterfront fixture sell¬ 
ing fine crystalware again. 

“The support the commun¬ 
ity has shown the business has 
been overwhelming,” she said. 
“It had been so fantastic we ran 
out of inventoiy.” 

NovaScotian Ciystal’s doors 


have been closed since Camp¬ 
bell took over the business. 

During that time, the arti¬ 
sans at the iconic ciystal maker 
have been crafting inventoiy in 
preparation of Thursday’s open¬ 
ing of the restocked showroom, 
replenished with handmade 
ciystal barware, stemware and 
precious glass artistry. 

Financial woes threatened 
the existence of NovaScotian 
Ciystal, which was placed in 
receivership earlier this year 
after owing about $2 million to 
creditors. 

Campbell says the financial 
problems are behind the com¬ 
pany. 

“They went with the old 
business,” she said. 

And they’re becoming a dis¬ 
tant memoiy as the new busi¬ 
ness is ramping up operations 
after adding two furnaces in 
Dartmouth. 

Production manager and 
master craftsman Brian Tebay 
says the Dartmouth facility will 
allow NovaScotian Ciystal to

double capacity and train new 
apprentices. 

“There’s going to be a lot 
more training going on than

artisans at NovaScotian Crystal 
will resume the mantle as one 
of the waterfront’s successful 
icons. 

“I think (what we’ve) been

Feds announce $488M for coast-guard vessels 



The federal government’s 
decision to spend up to $488 
million for the construction 
of new coast-guard vessels 
takes care of an “urgent” need 
to replace the agency’s aging 
fleet of smaller boats, says an 
expert. 

Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay announced Wednes¬ 
day in Halifax that Ottawa 
will fund construction of 18 
to 21 new vessels of vaiying 
types as part of the national 


shipbuilding procurement 
strategy. 

Although it’s only a tiny 
slice of the $3 3-billion strat¬ 
egy, the replacements are 
badly needed and long over¬ 
due, said Ken Hansen, a resi¬ 
dent research fellow at Dal- 
housie University’s centre for 
foreign policy studies. 

“The focus over recent 
years has been on the big 
ticket items,” Hansen said 
in an interview, mentioning 


Arctic patrol vessels as an ex¬ 
ample. “But the small vessels 
are in equally dire need of 
replacement.... The need was 
extreme, urgent.” 

Hansen said the coast 
guard’s current vessels, some 
of which have an average age 
of 33 years at sea, are unreli¬ 
able and costly to repair. 

The new boats will be used 
for a range of purposes, such 
as search and rescue, marine 
and fisheiy research, con¬ 


servation and for protection 
patrols and navigation, the 
Department of Fisheries and 
Oceans said. 

MacKay said the vessels 
will be available for competi¬ 
tive bids by Canadian ship¬ 
yards that were not selected 
to build vessels as part of the 
shipbuilding procurement 
strategy. Shipyards in Halifax 
and Vancouver were the suc¬ 
cessful bidders to build the 
next generation of navy ships. 


MacKay said the pro¬ 
gram for coast-guard vessels 
will boost jobs at small- and 
medium-sized shipyards 
across the countiy. 

“Shipyards that really 
weren’t in a position to bid 
for the larger work — that is, 
the vessels for the Canadian 
Forces, the navy and the ice 
breaker — this brings them 
into the national shipbuilding 
procurement strategy,” said 
MacKay. the Canadian press 


Herring Cove 


Governments 
pony up thousands 
for high-tech 
weather buoy 

The federal and provincial 
governments are putting 
$321,000 towards the cost 
of a $366,000 advanced 
inshore weather buoy in 
Herring Cove. 

A release from the prov¬ 
ince states data transmitted 
from the buoy will generate 
“real-time, high-resolution” 
weather and wave forecast¬ 


ing for the Halifax Port 
Authority that will be used 
for research and to keep 
mariners safe. 

“This smart buoy will 
have significant benefits 
for many of our province’s 
ocean-related industries, 
ranging from commercial 
shipping to tourism,” states 
Nova Scotia Minister of Eco¬ 
nomic and Rural Develop¬ 
ment Graham Steele. 

Peter MacKay, the 
regional minister for Nova 
Scotia, attended the an¬ 
nouncement on behalf of 
the federal fisheries minis¬ 
ter.

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Bombshell. Patriots’ 
Hernandez charged 
with murdering a friend

New England Patriots tight 
end Aaron Hernandez was ar¬ 
rested and charged Wednes¬ 
day with murdering a friend. 

The bombshell develop¬ 
ment came more than a week 
after Boston semi-pro football 
player Odin Lloyd’s bullet- 
riddled body was found in an 
industrial park about a mile 
from Hernandez’s home. 

Prosecutors say Lloyd had 
angered the NFL player at 
a nightclub a few days ear¬ 
lier by talking to the wrong 
people. 

Hernandez, 23, was taken 
from his North Attleborough 
home in handcuffs on Wed¬ 
nesday morning. 

About two dozen support¬ 
ers cheered, some yelling, 
“We love you, Aaron.”

the arrest, the Patriots an¬ 
nounced they had cut Hernan¬ 
dez, a 2011 Pro Bowl selection 
who signed a five-year con¬ 
tract last summer worth $40 
million. 

Lloyd was a 27-year-old ath¬ 
lete with the Boston Bandits 
who was dating the sister of 
Hernandez’s fiancee. 

He was shot repeatedly 
in the back and chest on a 
secluded gravel road, author¬ 
ities said. 

Hernandez “drove the vic¬ 
tim to that remote spot, and 
then he orchestrated his exe¬ 
cution,” prosecutor Bill Mc¬ 
Cauley said. 

Lloyd’s family members 
cried and hugged as the pros¬ 
ecutor outlined the killing. 
Two were so overcome with 
emotion that they had to 
leave the courtroom. 

If convicted, Hernandez 
could get life in prison. 

Hernandez’s lawyer, Mi¬ 
chael Fee, asked for bail, say¬ 
ing Hernandez is not a flight 
risk. The judge ordered Her¬ 
nandez held without bail.

Where’s Snowden? Ecuador 
playing it cool over asylum 



Moscow’s main airport 
swarmed with journalists 
from around the globe Wed¬ 
nesday, but the man they 
were looking for, National Se¬ 
curity Agency leaker Edward 
Snowden, was nowhere to be 
seen. 

The mystery of his where¬ 
abouts only deepened a day 
after President Vladimir Pu¬ 
tin said Snowden was in the 
transit area of Sheremetyevo 
Airport. 

There were ordinary 
scenes of duty-free shop¬ 
ping, snoozing travellers and 
tourists sipping coffee but 
no trace of America’s most 
famous fugitive. 

Adding to the uncertainty, 


Ecuador’s foreign minister 
said it could take months to 
decide whether to grant asy¬ 
lum to Snowden. 

Snowden, who is charged 


with violating American 
espionage laws, fled Hong 
Kong over the weekend and 
flew to Russia. 

He booked a seat on a Ha¬ 


vana-bound flight Monday en 
route to Venezuela, but didn’t 
board the plane. His destina¬ 
tion was believed to be Ecua¬ 
dor. 

Putin insisted Tuesday that 
Snowden has stayed in the 
transit zone without passing 
through immigration and is 
free to travel where he likes. 

But the U.S.’s move to 
annul Snowden’s passport 
may have severely complicat¬ 
ed his travel plans. 

Exiting the transit area 
would require either board¬ 
ing a plane or passing 
through border control, both 
of which require a valid pass¬ 
port or other documentation.

Abominable expense? 

Canadian ship could be 
used in sasquatch odyssey 


American researchers believe a 
high-tech airship created by a 
company in the Alberta hamlet 
of Lac La Biche could solve the 
mystery of the sasquatch once 
and for all. 

Utah-based Bigfoot re¬ 
searcher William Barnes is 
trying to raise $300,000 to buy 
a helium-filled airship that 
would quietly float over dense 
North American forests and 
use thermal-imaging equip¬ 
ment to film footage of the 
legendary — not to mention 
elusive — creature. 

An official fundraising drive 
for the venture, which has been 
dubbed the Falcon Project, 
kicked off last Saturday in Ore¬ 
gon with an all-day symposium. 

The project’s founder said 
that after a personal encoun¬ 
ter with a Bigfoot in 1997 and 
more than a decade spent talk¬ 
ing to sasquatch researchers, 
he came up with the idea to use 


unmanned aerial surveillance 
to record the fast-moving noc¬ 
turnal primate. 

“We don’t want to bother 
them, we just want to study 
them,” Barnes said. 

That’s where Stephen Bark¬ 
ley, president of Remote Aerial 
Tripod Specialists Inc. (RATS), 
fits in. 

His company in Lac La Biche 
has designed the aircraft to be 
used for the ambitious aerial 
undertaking. 

“If it wasn’t for his (Bark¬ 
ley’s) innovation of this type 
of airship, this would never 
work,” Barnes said. 

In his 15 years of running 
RATS, a business that provides 
blimps and airships for outdoor 
advertising and photography, 
the entrepreneur said this is 
one of the most extraordinary 
projects he’s taken part in.

A marriage made in Toronto 
was at the heart Wednesday of 
a landmark U.S. Supreme Court 
ruling that struck down the De¬ 
fense of Marriage Act on a his¬ 
toric day that also cleared the 
way for same-sex marriage in 
California, the most populous 
state in the union. 

The ruling on the fed¬ 
eral U.S. legislation known as 
DOMA gives spouses in same- 
sex unions a hill array of tax, 
health and pension benefits. 

The challenge to the legis¬ 
lation was spearheaded by 
83-year-old Edith Windsor, a 
New Yorker who married her 
longtime partner Thea Spyer 
six years ago in Canada, where 
same-sex marriage has been 
legal for almost a decade. The 
couple’s marriage was recog¬ 
nized by New York state, but 
not by the federal government. 

When Spyer died in 2009, 
the federal government cited 
DOMA to force Windsor, who’s 
now ailing, to pay $363,000 in 
taxes on her late wife’s estate 
— taxes that wouldn’t have 
been levied against her if she’d 
been married to a man. 

“Children bom today will 
grow up in a world without 
DOMA,” a beaming Windsor 
told a New York news confer¬ 
ence. “And those children who

Statistics Canada released its second batch of figures Wednesday from its voluntary National Household Survey, looking at labour, education, 
workplace, commuting, work language, mobility and migration. Here's a roundup of four things you need to know:

Commuting 

Some 15.4 million Canadians endure a 
daily commute to and from work, most 
of them behind the wheel. Four out of 
five commuters took a private vehicle, 
while 12 per cent took public transit, up 
from 11 per cent in 2006. The dispropor¬ 
tionate popularity of driving in the age 
of climate change may boil down to a 
single factor: Time. Private-vehicle com¬ 
muters spent an average of 23.7 minutes 
getting to work, nearly half the 40.4 
minutes it took bus riders. 


Post-secondary education 

For the first time women have bypassed 
men in terms of post-secondaiy education, 
with 64.8 per cent of working-age women 
having a post-secondaiy education, com¬ 
pared with 63.4 per cent of men. Women 
accounted for 59 per cent of Canadians 
aged 25 to 34 with a university degree, 
compared with 47.3 per cent of their 55- to 
64-year-old counterparts. 




Temporary foreign workers 

More than 330,000 workers live and 
work in Canada as part of the federal 
temporary foreign worker program — a 
number that has nearly tripled over the 
past 10 years, with the bulk of those 
job-seekers going west in search of work. 
The program was originally designed to 
attract skilled employees to address tem¬ 
porary labour shortages. The emphasis 
shifted in 2002 to low-skilled workers, 
such as those in the food and beverage 
industiy, construction and retail. 


Cyclists 

The latest batch of data shows no dif¬ 
ference in the percentage of Canadians 
who rode their bike to work in 2011 and 
2006. That number remains unchanged 
at 1.3 per cent. That works out to 201,785 
cyclists out of more than 15 million com¬ 
muters. Another 880,800 commuters, or 
5.7 per cent, reported walking to work 
each day.

Toss this idea around. 

Humans learned to throw 
2 million years ago: Study 


It’s a big year for throwing. 
The greatest closer in base¬ 
ball histoiy, Mariano Rivera of 
the Yankees, is retiring. Arol- 
dis Chapman, the Cincinnati 
Reds reliever, continues to fire 
fastballs beyond 100 miles per 
hour. 

And now some scientists say 
they’ve figured out when our 
human ancestors first started 
throwing with accuracy and 
firepower: Nearly 2 million 
years ago. 

That’s what researchers con¬ 
clude in a study released Wed¬ 


nesday by the journal Nature. 
There’s plenty of skepticism 
about their conclusion. But 
the new paper contends that 
this throwing ability probably 
helped our ancient ancestor 
Homo erectus hunt, allowing 
him to toss weapons — prob¬ 
ably rocks and sharpened 
wooden spears. 

Not even a chimp, our clos¬ 
est living relative, can throw 
nearly as fast as a 12-year-old 
Little Leaguer, says a study au¬ 
thor from George Washington 
University, the associated press

Wayne Knight’s legacy is 
sealed, thanks to two major 
contributions to 1990s cul¬ 
ture: Newman on Seinfeld and 
greedy Dennis Nedry in Jurassic 
Park. Knight returns to sitcom 
work with TV Land’s The Exes, 
now starting its third season, 
which also reunites him with 
his Third Rock From the Sun co- 
star Kristen Johnston. But like 
many old workhorses, there’s 
more to him, including films, 
shows and Broadway work. For 
instance, did you know he was 
on a 1980s sketch comedy show 
with Emma Thompson? 

What’s it like returning to 
sitcoms? 

Basically the nature of the job 
is equivalent to stealing. Once 
you’ve learned how to pilfer, 
you remember how to do it, 
it’s highly profitable, and it 
takes little effort. 

You’ve said one thing you like 
about your Exes character is he’s 
a bit opaque, and you can play 
him in different ways. 

This season we get to see a 
bit more variance. We peel 
away revelations about what 
his marriage was like. There’s 
depth to him that doesn’t show 
all the time. There’s broadness 
at times. There’s cynicism. It 
just depends on where he is in 
the plot. 

Do you consciously try to avoid 
some of the darker tones of 
Newman or Dennis Nedry? 

It’s more in the public’s eye 
than mine. I don’t know if 
I’m as versatile as I’d like to 


pretend (laughs). The thing is if 
you play two iconic characters 
who are evil guys, if you do it 
well, then that’s what people 
want to see you do. I spent 19 
years trying to change that, but 
after awhile you just go, “Oh, 
whatever.” 

You started as a serious stage 
actor when? 

I came to New York at 23, and 
was on Broadway for this play 
Gemini, which was a comedy. 

I honed my chops over three 
years of doing that play. What 
was fascinating to me (was) 
learning how an audience 
works. You just learn these 
things about comic timing. 

One of your earlier shows — 
the 1985 British-American 
sketch comedy Assaulted 
Nuts — had you working with 
Emma Thompson. What was 
the experience of that show? 
It was an interesting thing, 
partly because Emma 
Thompson was in it. This 
was before she became Dame 
Emma. We’re still friends, 
because I just think when 
you find somebody like that 


you try not to let them go. It 
was three British actors and 
three Americans and it was 
airing simultaneously on 
Cinemax and Channel 4 in 
Britain. It sunk in the middle 
of the ocean, because you’re 
tiying to combine British 
and American sensibilities. I 
don’t know if it worked, but 
it was fun to do. 

As far as films, you were in two 
separate Oliver Stone movies: 
Born on the Fourth of July and 
JFK. 

I had veiy little to do in Bom 
on the Fourth of July. I had 
to push Tom Cmise into the 
Democratic Convention with 
John C. McGinley. We did this 
improv as we were shoving 
him through. I think Oliver 
was impressed I kept up with 
John C. He’s a verbal gymnast. 

What was Stone like? 

It’s kind of Eke if you drank a 
bottle of booze and woke up 
from a fetid, sweaty dream, 
and there was somebody in 
the room. That would be Oli¬ 
ver (laughs). You respect him 
and are frightened of him.

After spending most of 
his first year in San Jose re 
habbing from a serious leg 
injuiy, Sheppard completed 
his two-year journey back 
to the NHL in Januaiy and 
showed flashes of why the 
Wild drafted him in the 
first round in 2006. 

The Sharks resigned the 
Lower Sackville forward to 
a one-year deal on Wednes¬ 
day that prevents him from 
becoming a restricted free 
agent next month. 

“When you see a guy 
go through adversity and 
a challenge like this, it 
does reveal his character,” 
general manager Doug 
Wilson said. “But this is a 
kid who was a veiy highly 
drafted player and a veiy 
talented player. I think his 
best hockey is now ahead 
of him.... Now I think you’ll 
see him flourish. We’re not 
even going to put a limit on 
where he can get to.” 

The Sharks acquired 
Sheppard in August 2011 
from the Wild for a 2013 
third-round pick. Sheppard 
had been suspended the 
previous season by Minne¬ 
sota after suffering a career- 
threatening leg injuiy in an 
off-season ATV accident. 

He made his debut with 
San Jose on Jan. 22 and had 
one goal and three assists in 
32 regular-season games. He 
had no points in 11 playoff 
games but showed the 
Sharks enough for them to 
want him back next season. 

“It was such an intricate 
injuiy that I’m not going 
to be 100 per cent maybe 
ever, but I’m always getting 
closer and closer,” Shep¬ 
pard said. “The more time 
passes the better I feel and 
the stronger I feel.... I still 
expect to play better and I 
have more goals for myself 
that I want to accomplish.”
